FEW NAVY 
MEN TO PAY TAMNINCOME* 

In addition to the personal exemptions given all 
civilians, $500 for single men and $1200 for married 
men, the serviceman is entitled to an exclusion of 
$1500 from his active service pay, and in addition 
deductions for dependents. In effect, this means that 
almost all Navy men will have sufficient deductions to 
entirely wipe out their 1943 tax, 

A new Treasury Department regulation has provided 
another benefit for servicemen. They need not file 
their Declaration of Estimated 1943 Income Tax, due 
Sept. 15, until March 15 , 1944 * However, in the event 
this filing is deferred, the entire 1943 tax must be 
paid on March 15 without the benefit of installment' 
paying privileges. In addition the serviceman must, • 
at that time, pay one fourth of his estimated 1944 in¬ 
come tax, thus putting himself on a complete pay-as- 
you-go basis.

In college his athletic 
ability was turned toward basketball. 

Off the record, Dr. Klipfel asks us not 
to request any trumphet solos as all his 
orchestra work was ten years ago, "and 
at present I stink." 

Upon completion of school work came a 
period of internship at the Edwerd J. 
Heyer Memorial Hospital. Following this. 
Dr. Klipfel become very closely associat¬ 
ed with his fother--also a dcntist--and 
sharod his private practice with him 
from 1937 until joining the Navy. 

Dr. Klipfel started his naval career 
in January of 1941 at which time he was 
conissioned at Lt. (jg) in the Dental 
Corp. Loaving Buffalo for active duty, 
he was sont to the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
for indoctrination, being returned to 
his home tovm as dental oxaminor for the 
U7 rocruiting beard for a period of sev¬ 
en months. From here he was sont to 
Great Lakes Naval Training School whore 
he spent thirteen enjoyaglo nonts—throe 
of them in the hospital. During this 
time, ho received a promotion to Senior 
Lieutenant. In December of 1942 he v/as 
assigned to our Battalion and received 
tho rank of Lt. Commandor this past July,
